1 THOMAS SKILLMAN Born 1635-40, was a soldier under Col. * 
Nicolls, Esq., in the expedition of the Duke of York, 
ordered by the King, February 25, 1664. With his troops 
he sailed from Portsmouth, May 15, and dropped anchor in 
the harbor of Nieuw Amsterdam (near the present Fort 
Hamilton) August 18 of the same year. After the surrender 
ht stayed in this country and became “inhabitant and freeholder" 
at Newtown, Long Island under Nicoll's patent of January 23, 
1666. He served in the Esopus War and was honorably 
discharged april 6, 1668. He had four children. 


Married Sara Fettit, daughter of John and Sarah (Schofield) 
Pettit, his wife. She was named in her father's will. 

The “HISTORY OF STRATFORD AND BRIDGEPORT" by Orcott, page 
103, says "John Fettit was in Roxbury in 1639 and at 
Startford in 1851. He probably removed to Stamford and 
thence to Newtown, Long Island.

His name was 
signed, with others, "inhabitants of Helgate Neck" to 
a petition May ll, 1703. He was Commissioner of Highways, 
Newtown, 1714. was joint owner with Jospph and Samuel Hallett, 
Samuel Moore and Isaac Bragaw, of a plot 30 x 22 feet 
for a schoolhouse, May 20, 1721. The building was at 
Middletown (near Dutch Kills) on the road from Hallett's 
Cove to Newtown. He subscribed five pounds for the 
erection of the Dutch Reformed Church of Newtown 1731. 
The first band of Kerck Meesters (wardens or trustees) 
of this church, chosen in 1736, weres Peter Berrien, 
Thomas Skillman and Fetrus Schenck. His pew was number one 
on the northwest side of the middle aisle. His family home 
(which had been his father's) was at Dutch or Maspeth Kills.

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In 1693 Thomas Skillman married Annetje Aten. The will of 
Thomas Skillman was dated February 13, 1739, and probated 
July 4, 1740. It names his wife Ann and all their then 
living children.

Aten was an emigrant tn 1651 (age 36 wars) from Holland. 

He settled at Flatbush, Long Island; was Constable October 
1665, bought a house and lot at Flatbush from Jan Strycker, 
March 27, 1680, took the Oath of Allegiance in 1687. His 
wife, Lysbet Thomas, widow of Guysbert Lubbertse. Antje 
Aten Skillman was a communicant of the Dutch Reformed Church 
at Newtown in L741.

In his "ANNALS OF NEWTOWN" James Riker mentions the joint 
deed for a lot on which a schoolhouse was to be erected in 
Newtown, in the name of Thomas Skillman and others, in 1721, 
on page 154. He adds the following comment: This was looked 
upon as a hazardous undertaking, and one which none, for many 
years were found ready to incur the expense of imitating." 


Riker also names the kerck meesters chosen in 1736. Thomas 
Skillman, Feter Berrian and Fetrus Schenck. 


page 238 
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lll JAN SKILLMAN Baptised June 24, 1696, in the Collegiate 
Church, New York. Johannes Borgers and Francine 
Sluttheer, widow of Jan Wesseeszen, were sponsors, and 
next heard of not until a full generation later. a 
tract of land on the Millstone River, below Rocky Hill, 
Somerset County, New Jersey, was conveyed by John 
van Horne and Catherine, his wife, (deed dated December 
14, 1729), to Thomas, the father, who purchased the same, 
500 acres and more jointly for Jan and his brother Isaac. 
There in that wilderness Jan Skillman built his house, 
near where Beden's Brook (of today) joins the river. 
Peter Vanderveer lived there (and Lawrence Vanderveer 
across the road) over a century later, and there Jan died 
about 1765, of a lingering painful disease. Jan 
Skillman may have married and had children long before 
on Long Island, but there is no record of it. Coming 
to New Jersey, he married anna Hull. 


Anna Hull, born 1710-12, daughter of Benjamin (born 1680) 
and his wife Sarah, who was the daughter of Rev. John 
Drake, first pastor of Piscataway Baptist Church 

(Middlesex County, New Jersey.). The father of this 
benjamin Hull, and the latter's brother, Hopewell Hull, 
were pioneer settlers of that region, coming there from 
Piscataqua, Maine. The Hulls were closely inter-related 
with the Dunns, Doteys (Doughtys), Fitz Randolphs, 

Folsoms, Runyons and others. Sarah, becoming a widow, 
married Israel Folsom, (they Lived near the Landing, 

just above New Brunswick), and her will as Sara Folson, 
dated May 2 and proved May 22, 1749, names my beloved 
daughter Anne, wife of John Skillman. The will of this 
Anne, widow of John Skillman, Somerset County, dated ; 
December 25, 1772, and proved before Gov. William Franklyn, 
January 9, 1776, names three sons and one daughter.

even preceding them perhaps, he migrated from Amwell 
Township, Hunterdon County, New Jersey, across the . 
Delaware River into Fennsylvania, near Allentown; by 
tradition, or some German settlement near the Allegheny 
Mountains. Separating from the others, with his 
growing family, he possibly journeyed to the westerm 
side of the state, but eventually brought up (joining 
the others) as a pioneer in the Miami Valley at 
Glendale, near Cincinnati, but did not remain there. 

He soon took his family to Union County, Indiana, 

and thereafter settled permanently near Liberty as a 
farmer.

This Skillman line was prepared by Walter L. Hutcheson, Houston, Tex., in 7/1958 and came 
into the editors’ hands in 1979 through the generous courtesy of Mrs. Ira T. (Helen) Mitchell, 
Dayton, Tn. who has been a continual source of info. in the preparation of the Peters Connec- 
tions in Tn. An outline will be given: 
[ _Thomas Skillman, the immigrant, was an Englishman, probably from London (England) or 
near. An established soldier in the expedition under Noshols (or Nicolle) that sailed from Por- 
tsmouth, Eng. and captured New Amsterdam (now New York) from the Dutch in 1664. 

Afterwards, not returning to Eng., he m. a girl of Dutch Huguenot descent, in the New World, 
named Sarah Petit, dau. of John and Sarah (Schofield) Petit.

Isaac Skillman, b. 1705; Jacob Skillman, b. 1706; Henenu Skillman, b. 1710; Joseph 
Skillman, b. 1712; Peter Skillman, b. 1717. 

Two of these boys, Jan and Isaac, moved to New Jersey. Jan was the father of 
John Skillmap who d. 1777, in Loudoun Co., Va. Among John Skillman’s children 
“were -e Christopher, John, b. 1770, and strong evidence of Rebecca Skiliman, who m. 
our Charles Hutcheson of Franklin Co., Va.
